NEW YORK, May 29.~-Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Bloor, at the instance of Upton 
Sinclair, collected facts for the Presi- 
dent's agents and plarined their investi- 
gation at the Chicago packing houses. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bloor live in Washington 
Crossing, Pa., a village about eight 
miles from Trenton, N. J. They went to 
Chicago just a week before the commis- 
sioners, lived wtih packing-house em- 
ployes, obtained testimony and remained 
during the examination of the principal 
witnesses. Unborn calves, dead rats, 
human tiesh and diseased meat are some 
(Chicago dainties. 

Mrs. Ella Reese Bloor is widely known 
as the result of her investigations into 
child labor conditions, Her husband is a 
detective. Mrs. Bloor got much valuable 
information from the women. The hus- 
band met the men employed in the 
packing houses in the saloons, where he 
sometimes posed as an applicant for 
work and sometimes as a workingman

money to spend, and friends 
right and left. 

“When the commission was named,”’ 
Mrs. Bloor explained, while her hus- 
band approved her statements, “Mr. 
Sinclair asked us to go to Chicago to 
represent him. He had been asked to 
zo himself by the President, who 
see that the commissioners 
had every facility for obtaining the. in- 
formation they desired, but were unable 
to wet away. 

“Mr. Bloor and myself had read Mr. 
Sinclair's book and had talked Packing- 
ton conditions over with him, so0 we 
were somewhat prepared for the revela- 
tions which awaited us. We had not, 
however; been able to grasp at second 
hand the awful significance of the evils 
into which we were to probe. As a 
matter of: fact, no words are adequate 
to paint the horrors of the packing 
houses.

Mr. Hertel’s Explanation. 


Charlies Hertel of Luxembourg, hus- 
band of Frances Hertel, who kept the 
Rathmann childven, was seen at his 
home by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

He denied that the children had been 
cruelly treated. 

“The children, John, 4 years old, and 
were placed in the care of 
my wife and myself seven weeks 
ago,” said Hertel. “My wige afreed 
to board them for $2. 

‘Johnnie, the younger boy. was play- 
ing in a swing in the doorway one day 
when he fell out and scratched his leg 
on a barbed-wire fence near the door. 
He lay there in pain and was found by 
his brother, Eddie. I applied liniment 
to the wounds. We tried to reduce the 
swelling. The child also complained of 
burned feet. He had been’ going bare- 
footed, and climbing around on cinder 
piles had burned his feet a little. The 
wounds seemed to be healing, when the 
child began scratching the sores. The 
swelling was worse than ever. 

“We took the baby to Dr. Julian, in 
Carondelet. and he told us the child 
coulq not live more than three days. He 
advised us to take it to a hospital. We 
then took the boy to the home of its 
father. He was not at home. We then 
went to the Soulard Street Police Sta- 
tion with the child. While we were 
there Mrs. Rathmannfcame into the 
station to complain about some man 
who had beaten her. Here eyes were 
blacked. 

“She paid no attention to the little 
one—just said, ‘how's the baby getting 
along?’ and walked out. 

“We took the child to the City Hos- 
pital, arriving there at o o'clock Sunday 
morning. It died Monday.’ 

Dr. H. M. Julian of 7800 Virginia ave- 
nue said that Mr. and Mrs. _ Hertel 
brought the Rathmann boy to him Sat- 
urday night about 10:30 o'clock. He di- 
agnosed the case as acute phymosis 
and told them that an tmmediate op- 
eration was necessary. He was told 
that the Hertels did not have the 
money, so he advised them that they 
should take the child to the Ctiy Hospi- 
tal. He did not have time to make a 
complete diagnosis of the case. The 
physician remarked that the trip to 
the hospital was a matter of life and 
death.

Pretty May Pendleton, 18-year-old 
queen of a band of boy thieves suspect- 


ed of many thefts in the West End, was 


released from the holdover at the Four 
Courts Tuesday, it being the intention 
of the police to use her as a witness 
against the members of the band, one 
of whom, Emmett Everson, is under ar- 
rest. 

According to the girl’s story, the boys, 
none of whom is more than 18 years old, 
have been stealing for four years, singly 
and in ‘‘teams,’’ and she has shared the 
profits of their thefts. Although much 
property, which she admits is stolen, 
was found at her home, she denies that 
she took active part in the operations of 
the band. 

May and her 3-year-old daughter live 
now with her mother at 6805 Suburban 
avenue. The girl is tall, with blue eyes 
and light brown hair. She is slow of 
speech, sullen in manner. Emmett is 5 
feet tall, active and alert, with small, 
quick black eyes and a ready wit. He 
seems proud of his achievements. 

For a month he and May lived at 6127 
Suburban avenue in a furnished room, 
known as May and Clem Henson. They 
represented themselves as brother and 
sister and were finally ejected for fail- 
ure to pay rent. They admit they ob- 
tained much of their food by stealing 
from groceries and meat markets. 


Stole Food to Eat. 


‘“‘May and I did two burglaries alone,”’ 
Emmett told Chief Desmond Tuesday. 
“She ‘jiggered’ (stood guard outside) 
while I did the jobs. The first place we 
robped was a grocery-at Newstead and 
Evans avenues, a month ago. We need- 
ed groceries, and that’s the way we 
got them. I broke a pane of glass with 
a stone and opened a window. She stood 
outeide while - got all the stuff we 
needed. d two. ets, and each 
of us carried one nobakt hy 

“The other job we did was in a store 

Hodiamont avenue. We turned 
the trick just the same way as the first 
one. 

“Before I knew May she went with 
another band. They did lots more bur- 
giaries than I did.” 

The police believe that Emmett was 
connected with the original band.

Preserving Pork Ribs. 

“We reached Chicago on the morning

“One of the witnesses brought by us 
before the commissioners was a& man 
who had been the representative for 
three years of the Bureau of Charities 
in the packing-house district. He testi- 
fied as to the home surroundings of the 
workers, the utter squalor about them, 
the stench which is always present and 
the streets which are filled with pools 
of stinking water. He gave a specific 
case of a child that fell from a sidewalk 
in Packingtown and was drowned in 
front of his very home, saying that he 
recalled the case because his society had 
paig the funeral bill. 


Killed in Lard Vats. 


‘This witness also told the commis- 
sioners that he knew of a case in which 
two members of the same family had 


fallen into the lard vats and been par- 
tially rendered into lard. He had for- 
gotten the names of the men, but he 
said they could be procured by going 
back over the records of the _ society. 
The first to lose his life was a little 
boy, 9 years old, who stumbled into one 
of the rendering vats while taking din- 
ner to his father. The father fell in 
some months later. 

“There its no telling how many men 
met death In this way. There was a 
case only the week before we reached 
Chicago in which a man fell into a 
tank, and the room was closed while 
the remnants—mostly bones—were fished 
out. My husband will tell you about the 
time he had proving this death.”’ 

Mr. Bloor said: ‘i heard of the case 
in. a saloon, and after drinking with a 
workman who was in the place until he 
got pretty communicative, he told me 
he would take me to the man who was 
working beside the unfortunate fellow, 
and who helped fish out what was left 
of him. He did take me to this man, to 
whom I represented myself as the agent 
of a benefit company. I gave the com- 
mission the name of the witness. 

“He readily stated that he had wit- 
nessed the death and gave me the name 
of the widow. I asked him if she had 
any money. 

“©, yes,’ he replied. ‘The compamy 
fixed it up by giving the widow $26w.’ 

“About this time the man’s wife came 
out and got the notion into her head 
that a company spy came to see if they 
would talk about what went on at the 
plant. She forced her husband to stop 
talking, and cursed me until a crowd 
gathered and I had to take myself off. 

“IT marve] that there are not deaths 
every day. The sides of the rendering 
vats are only raised a foot and a half 
from the floor and the room tis full of 
steam and vapors. The openings for 
shoveling in the scraps and trimmings 
to be rendered are several feet long and 
nearly as wide and the floors are so cov- 
ered with grease that it is hard to walk 
without slipping.’’

Hugh McKittrick was appointed a 
member of the Municipal Bridge and 
Terminals Commission by the Mayor 
immediately after the Municipal Assem- 
bly, in answer to public opposition 
to the bridge arbitrary, created the 
commission. The work of the commis- 
sion, as planned, was to rid St. Louls 
of the extortionate charges tmposed by 
the Terminal Railroad Association 
which holds a monopoly of the rail and 
water avenues into St. Louis from the 
East. 

At the outset a free bridge across the 
river was suggested as the only sure 
remedy for the arbitrary.

Neighboring Saloon Keeper 
Seriously Beaten Just 
After Midnight. 


Mark Gumberts, owner of a hotel near 
Delmar Garden and proprietor of the

WASHINGTON, May 29.~—Members of 
the House were actually placed under 
arrest and brought before the bar of 
the House last light. Speaker Can- 
non issued a blanket warrant for their 
arrest and the sergeant-at-arms gath- 
ered them in. ; ; 

The. House had been droning along 
on a bill providing for compulsory edu- 
cation of the youth of the District of 
Columbia. Representative Williams, the 
minority leader, had been conducting a 
filibuster in a mild manner and every- 
thing was lovely until about 5 o'clock, 
when members began to disappear, g0- 
ing home to dinner. 

When a motion to adjourn was made 
by Representative Payne of New York, 
Speaker Cannon, anticipating a point of 
‘“‘no quorum” from Mr. Williams, de- 
clared that the House refused to ad- 
journ. 

“The doors will be closed, the ser- 
geant-at-arms will arrest *absentees and 
bring them before the bar of the House 
and the clerk will call the roll,’’ ordered 
the Speaker. 

For two hours and 3 minutes 
House waited for a quorum, the Speak- 
er getting madder and hungrier every 
minute. He issued a blanket warrant 
for the arrest of every absent member. 

After half an hour’s wait a diminutive 
page came in with Representative “‘Cy” 
Sulloway of New Hampshire, the tall- 
est man in the House. He is more than 
seven feet. 

“Mr. Speaker,’’ said the page, tempo- 
rarily an assistant sergeant-at-arms, in 
shrill, childish voice, ‘I have under ar- 
rest Representative Sulloway of New 
Hampshire.”’

. The page hardly reached up to Mr.

Other members were brought in one 
by one and in pairs until a sergeant-at- 
arms. arrived bringing in Representative 
Wallace of Arkansas.

“T’ve already voted,’’ Mr. Wallace ex- 
claimed to the sergeant-at-arms. 

“I’m too old a bird to be caught with 
that,’’ the sergeant-at-arms said.

Wallace was waltzed up to the bar of 
the House, and after being discharged 
from arrest was ordered to vote. 

“I’ve voted already,’ Mr. Wallace pro- 
tested, and an examination of the roll- 
call showed he was correct. 

Members were compelled to leave din- 
ners half eaten and go to’ the Capitol. 
One member was routed out of the bath- 
tub by an insistent sergeant-at-arms, 
Finally the necessary number appeared, 
and, after passing the bill, the House 
adjourned. 

On Satuarday last the sergeants-at- 
arms raided the baseball park and cap- 
tured some 22 members of the House 
who were needed to make up a quorum 
so that the House could adjourn,

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REBATES IN ST. LOUIS. 

The revelation that the mercantile house of Mr. 
Hugh McKittrick, a member of the Municipal Ter- 
minal Commission, received rebates from the 
railroads does not cover all the interests of St. 
Louisans in the evidence brought out by the recent 
rebate conspiracy cases. 

The testimony concerning the wholesale house in 
St. Louis which happened to have employed the con- 
victed freight broker suggests the larger question 
as to the extent of the rebate system in St. Louis 
and its connection with bridge tolls. 

Every campaign for the abolition of the bridge 
arbitrary has met with the surreptitious but pow- 
erful opposition of influential business men. The 
cause of the support of monopoly charges so bur- 
densome to the general public by shippers whose in- 
terests ought, unless they are secretly favored, to 
lead them to attack the monopoly, has been sus- 
pected; there have been indications of understand- 
ings and special arrangements, but the Kansas City 
testimony was the first clear exposition of the char- 
acter of the alliance between the railroads and the 
big shippers and of its secret disreputable methods. 

Possibly the suit of the Federal Government 
against the bridge and terminal monopoly will dis- 
close the precise relations between the combine and 
its business supporters, but if not there is ample 
ground to proceed otherwise under the anti-rebate 
law. Not. only is the giving of rebates an offense 
under the anti-rebate law, but Judge McPherson 
clearly intimated that the shippers who receive them 
may be prosecuted for crimes against the United 
States. ;

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HIS HIGHEST SERVICE. 

The bronze tablet unveiled to the memory of 
James E, Yeatman today commemorates chiefly his 
services during the Civil War. 

These were distinguished enough to be commemo- 
rated in bronze, but as a St. Louis business man he 
did the city and the country higher service still. 

He “made money rapidly” ‘in building up the city 
during the period out of which its present greatness 
developed. When he had done this work as a busi- 
ness man, he went on working, not to accumulate 
more money, but to make the city a better place for 
all its people to live in. 

He did not preach that it was a “érime to die 
rich” and then put another issue of monopoly bonds 
and preferred stock on the market. He said little, 
but when he died it was found he had spent gradual- 
ly for the city, in one way or another, nearly all 
the money he had made rapidly in business. 

The rich man who surprises his community by 
dying poor in this way leaves no taint either on his 
money or his memory. He has done his highest serv- 
ice last by leaving his example to the future.

While it is impracticable to consider 
the law in detail, generalizing it may 
be said that woman now possesses (1) 
complete control of her person ang of 
her property, real and personal, (2) free- 
dom to enter into contracts, (3) the right 
to sue for injuries to her character, per- 
son or property, (4) the joint custody of 
her children, though this is a recent de- 
velopment and it must be admitted that 
the excepted States far outnumber those 
where the rule is in force, (5) in four 
States the right of equal suffrage and 
in 22 others and two territories a re- 
stricted right, applicable only to school 
affairs.

Railroads vs. River. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. LOUIS, May 18.—We have seen 
much in the public prints of late re- 
garding the deep-water project between 
Chicago and St. Louis and the deepen- 
ing of the Mississippi River below St. 
Louis to admit of carrying of heavy 
tonnage between the Great Lakes and 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Now, does the Post-Dispatch or the 
people of the Mississippi Valley think 
that there is a single chance for either 
of these projects going through the law- 
making bodies of this country as long as 
both bodies are controlled by the rail- 
way interests? 

Even the United States Engineering 
Corps, the working end of the bunch, 
spends a large part of its time fighting 
the river where it happens to threaten 
railroad property, while the lands of 
tax-paying individuals are often left to 
the mercy of the destroying current, 
even though this great amount of mud 
and sand be deposited in the main chan- 
nel of the river, threatening to close 
navigition and gradually shutting off 
the only rate regulator that can be of 
any value to any part of the country. 

In short, under present conditions, 
the rivers seem to get what is left and 
they get that little handed to them on 
“the long spoon.’ But as long as the 
railroads own, lease or operate the 
country, it is going to take more than 
banquets and hot air to put a tonnage 
through the ditches, we call rivers, suf- 
ficiently large to keep carrying rates 
within the bounds of reason. 

There is no sympathy for the river, 
even today, when boats are leaving St. 
Louis with loads of 15 to 20 per cent of 
their licensed tonnage for points that 
careless or unthinking shippers are giv- 
ing double tonnage to railways at 
double prices for transportation. 

In and out of a city like St. “Louis, 
with foreign terminals, the steamboat 
of today is even a quicker means of 
transportation than the railroad, so far 
as freight is concerned. The writer does 
considerable business. between &t. Louis 
and river points, both up and down the 
river. Nothing goes or comes for me 
except by river if it be possible to reach 
by river. I can get goods delivered in 
St. Louis from points three to four hun- 
dred miles away in less time by steam- 
boat than it usually takes to get one 
carload of stuff from East St. Louis. 
This. does not include the time it is 
waylaid around railroad junctions 
coming 300 miles before it reaches 
East St. Louis, nor does it include the 
4 hours lost in notifying consignée 
by postal card that ft is ready for de- 
livery. 

One steamboat will regulate freight 
rates on 5000 miles of railroad, but at 
the present rate of decrease it wi)] 
be only a short time before we have 
not even one steamboat, and will then 
have to pay the railways what it cost 
them to rid the rivers of their com. 
petition. 

When the shipper gives his freight 
to the steamboat and encourages na- 
vigation the boats will increase, and 
with the increase of importance of 
the rivers will come the increase of 
recognition from the law-makers, who 
are bound, in self-protection to ree. 
ognize greatness, even in a steamboat. 

Encourage them and we shall soon 
see more interest In the river among 
the people who make the world move. 
and will be able to force Congress to 
do its duty and save ourselves the 
humiliation of begging for what is 
already ours.

A Runaway Star. 


One of the greatest enigmas that the 
astronomers have tried to solve is a star 
in the northern heavens known as 1830 
Groombridge, which means No. 1830 in 
Groombridge's catalogue. No one has 
given it any other name, except the col- 
loquial one of the “runaway star.’ it 
is near the Great Dipper, but it cannot 
be seen with the unaided eye. As nearly 


‘|as the astronomers have been able to 


determine, this remarkable star is mov- 
ing through space with a velocity of 


about 200 miles a second, a speed that 
Surpasses anything hitherto known. 
Think of its moving 120,000 miles in ten 
minutes! If the earth moved equally 
fast, the juurney around the sun woulda 
be made in about one month, instead of 
the 12 months now required. Where the 
star came from, and where it is going, 
no one knows. It may be visiting our 
heavens for the first time. Perhaps it 
may be of interest to note that notwith- 
standing its tremendous speed, it would 
require about 185,000 years to complete 
ths circuit of the heavens. 


How to Make a Kite. 
. The principal point in preparing a 
kite, and the one that shows skil] in 





string and the tail. But, first, about 
the making of it. A very pretty one 
may be made like that in the illustra- 
tion, which is after a Japanese model, 
by taking the thin strips of bamboo 
that are found in Japanese fans and 
arranging them as shown and then cov- 
ering them with tissue paper. 

Several short strings should be tied 
to the frame, and these should be 
united by a knot, to which the string 
of the kite is afterward fastened. The 
knot must be so placed that when you 
lift the kite by it, before the tail has 
been attached, the kite should hang 
with its sides perfectly even, and the 
point where the tail is to be attached 
should fall slightly lower than the top. 
The proper fiying of the kite depends on 
this’ knot, for if it is placed too high 
the kite, in flying, will plunge sideways; 
if placed too low it will whirl around. 

The tail should not be less than 12 
times the length of the kite, and it may 
be even 20 times its length. Folded pa- 
pers, each about three inches long, may 
be made into stiff bobs and fastened 
with strings at intervals of three inches 
or so for the tail. If you use rags or 
pleces of cloth tied together the tall 
will have to be a little shorter, as they 
are heavier than the paper.—Home 
Journal.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—President 
Roosevelt will leave ‘shortly before 3 
o'clock this afternoon for  Ports- 
mouth, Va., where tomorrow he is to 
deliver a Memorial Day address before 
the Army and Navy Union. The trip 
to Portsmouth will be made on the 
yacht Mayflower. The President will 
be accompanied by Mrs. Roosevelt, his 
sister-in-law, Miss Carow, and his 
children, Ethel and Quentin. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony 
at the cemetery, adjoining the Naval 
Hospital at Portsmouth, the Presi- 
dent, Mrs, Roosevelt, Miss Carow and 
the children will be-the guests or the 
Commandant of the Portsmouth Na- 
val Station at luncheon. After lunch- 
eon the party will go aboard the May- 
flower and proceed to Hampton, where 
a brief stop will be made at_ the 
Hampton Institute. While the Presi- 
dent is there the grounds of the insti- 
tute will be closed to all] except mem- 
bers of the President's party and the 
students and faculty. The President 
will deliver a brief speech at the in- 
stitute. 

Immediately following the cere- 
monies at the institute the President 
and his party will again board the 
Mayflower and start on their return 
trip to Washington. They expect to 
arrive here about 8 o'clock Thursday 
morning, it being necessary to make 
a slow run up the Potomac on ac- 
count of the draft of the Mayflower.

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YOUTH INJURED | 
IN RACE CLASH 


Quincy Sever, “Struck by We. 
gro’s Missile, Not Expected 
to Recover. 


On the hill that rises north from the 
north side of the railroad tracks in 
Mill Creek Valley, just west of Jeffergon 
avenue, a smal army of white boys has 
dug up the hatchet of peace because 
one of their comrades, Quincy Sever, 
whom they almost worship 4s their 
leader, is seriously injured as a resulfof 
a clash with the young negroes in the 


neighborhood. 

At the home of young Sever, #1 
Scott avenue, a Post-Dispatch repo? 
was told Tuesday morning by the fa 
of the injured boy, E. H. Sever, a i 
souri Pacific fireman, that the changes 
for the recovery of his son were small. 
He is suffering from concussion Of the 
brain, an iron railroad bolt hurled By 
a young negro having struck him in the 
back of the head. The boy is 16 ye@pp 


old. 

The battle occurred early Sunday aft- 
ernoon. Young Sever and a dozen @f 
his: followers had gone to the old Com 
ton Park at Compton avenue and ¢ 
railroad tracks, hoping to have @ gam 
of baseball with another team. 

The other players did not appear. D 
appointed, the white boys left the pa 
and walked east on Atlantic street. 


Negroes’ Hasty Conference. 


On Garrison avenue a crowd of young 
negroes was idling in the street. When 
the white boys were seen a hasty COR: 
ference of several of the larger negro@s 
was held, and soon the details of an 
attack were arranged. 

Close to the corner house on the weat 
side of Garrison avenue the negroeg 
huddled out of sight of the approaching 
white boys. When the unsuspecti 
boys had nearly reached Garrison, 0 
of the negroes | at the signal and the 
whole crowd— in all—rushed around 
the corner, cuaetine and yelling. 

There were several small boys in the 
crowd with Sever. These 
around their young leader in alarm, 
waiting for his advice. Sever stood still, 
and, though his face paled, he look 
unflinchingly at the negroes; who h 
halted several feet away and begun 
hurling epithets at the smaller number 
of whites, 

“Youse can’t come down this heah 
street, you fool white trash, you,” 
yelled one of the negroes, who had sev- 
eral stones in his hands. “Go back, 
around the other way, or we'll git you. 
One of the younger boys with Sever 
said in a frightened whisper: ‘‘Let’s run 
for it, Quincy; they’re two to our one. 
™ No, ’” said the voung leader firmly to 
his comrade. -Then he yelled at the 
enemies: “‘Come on and make us g0 
back. We’re not afraid of you.” 

Then several things happened very 
quickly. The negroes spread out until 
they formed a semi-circle around the 
whites. One of them threw a stone and 
a minute later Sever and his followers 
were under a fire that came from three 
sides at once. 


Realized His Danger. 


“fighting mad.’ He picked 
up a stone, but before he let it go his 
discretion returned to him, and, realiz- 
ing the danger he and his companions 
were in, he made up his mind quickly 
with the decision of a born leader. 

‘We will have to run for it, I guess,’’ 
he said: At his word the younger boys 
started off on a mad gallop up Atlantic 
street 
But Sever turned to give some show 
of a fight before he left the ground. 
He drew back his arm to throw his mis- 
sile. But, through the air from one of 
the negroes who had got behind him to 
cut off his retreat, came an iron rail- 
road bolt. Young Sever went to the 
ground with an ugly wound in the back 
of his head. 
His comrades thought at first he was 
running with them. But John Sweeney 
of 2629 Scott avenue and Clayton Brad- 
ley of 2820 Franklin avenue, both 15 
years old, turned, and, seeing their fall- 
en leader, ran down the hill to the res- 
cue. 
Young Bradley leaned over his wound- 
ed comrade and tried to get some words 
from him. But Sever was uncon- 
scious and Bradley at first thought 
he was dead. Bradley, with Sweeney 
picked up handfuls of rocks and hurled 
them at the aggressors. 

The negroes, at the sight of Sever on 
the ground, ran. 
Then the two boys picked up their 
fallen leader. Sever was talking inco- 
herently. “I believe they got me,” he 
repeated several times. Séver was car- 
ried home.

School athletics in St. Louis have not 
always been afforded the support they 
should and it is hoped that Wednesday

A comparison of the records of §t. 
Louis schoolboys with those of the 
mémbers of the Illinois Interscholastic 
Athletic Association prove that §t. 
Louis lads are furnishing quite as good 
exhibitions as the athletes of Chicago. 

Eckersall, the famous Chicago foot- 
ball player, holds the interscholastic 100- 
yard record of 10 seconds for the Illinois 
association, made in 1908, while a gstu- 
dent of the Hyde Park school. Arg¢hie 
Loud of McKinley High School has re- 
peatedly been timed at 10 1-5 secondg for 
the same distance. 

The Chicago record for the 220 Was 
placed by Eckersall in 1903 at 22 seconds. 
Loud’s time is 22 2-5. ; 

Douglass M. Johnson's record of & 2-5 





seconds for. the quarter is faster than 
any time made by-a Chicago schoolboy, 
the best mark being held by Cahill of 
the Hyde Park school of 52 seconds. 

In the half-mile Webster of the Chi- 
cago een reting: School in 1901 set a 


record of 2:04. The bést St.. Louis time 
for this event was made Dy W. Rom- 
bauer of Smith Academy, who covered 
the distance in 2:06 4-5. 

Webster, who was one of the greatest 
runners that the’ Windy City ever pro- 
duced, also has made better time for 
the mile than any St. Louis inter- 
scholastic. His best was 4:40, as against 
Fenwick of McKinley’s 4:67 2-5. 

Otto Springe of McKinley has more 
than once: beaten the mark of Kelly of 
the Duquoin High School for throwing 
the shot. Kelly’s best put was 46 feet 
2 inches. Springe last week at Sparta 
threw the missile 4 feet 9 inches. 

In the running high jump Chicago's 
best schoolboy record was made—Dough- 
erty of Biggsville, who cleared 5 feet 
11 inches. KE. Mitchell of Central has 
jumped within one inch of that height. 

In the pole vault Harry Challis has 
jumped as high as Morris of Engle- 
wood, the former clearing 10 feet 6% in 
1902. Challis has done as well as 10 feet 
2 in competition and beaten Morris’ 
mark in trials. 

When the*lack of encouragement that 
school athletics have received in St. 
Louis is taken into consideration the 
comparative showing of the St. Louis- 
ans with the best that Chicago affords 
is an excellent one.

MGOVERN HOLDS 
BRITT VERY EVEA 


Californian Was Oleverest, but 
New Yorker Had Steam in 
His Punches. 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—Terry McGov- 
ern gave Jimmy Britt a fierce fight last 
night at Madison Square Garden. It was 
a 10-round affair, and Terry plunged 
and slugged every inch of it in the old 


aggressive McGovern manner. He was 
entirely unlike the Terry who - fought 
Nelson. 

Looking at it as a slugging match, 
Terry had the best of it. He took all 
the wallups Jimmy sent over and came 
back greedily for more. His recupera- 
tive power was wonderful, and he was 
fighting as much better and more ag- 
gressively at the end of the scrap than 
in the earlier rounds, although two or 
three times Britt had him reéling... He 
drew blood from: Britt three times, while 
he was unmarked himself. 

But Britt was faster and much cley- 
erer. He outpointed Terry round after 
round. Through the first half of the 
fight he looked like a sure winner. On 
points Britt could not be given worse 
than a draw. 

Once or twice it looked as if Terry 
migh. knoek Britt out. When the Cal- 
imurnian’s punches began to lose their 
sting Terry merely set his jaw, waded 
in against them and exchanged blow 
for biow. - He was willing to take any- 
thing fcr the chance to counter. And 
his punches hurt more than Britt’s.« In 
the second round a savage left hook 
mace a big cut over Jimmy's right eye, 
and at intervals after that the fight be- 
caniec a gory spectacle. 

The police took a hand early in the 
game. All the preliminary scrappers 
were arrested as they re-entered their 
dressing rooms.

Someone had just come in to 
see him, and had told him that Terry 
wis in very: bad shape mentally and 
that a knockout would do him serious 
injury—perhaps' kill him. Britt an- 
Swereq that if he found Terry in bad 
shape he would not fitht him at all. 
and that the bout would have to be 
stopped at once. 

Up in Terry's quarters, in the third 
tier, there was no indication of anything 
wrong. Terry, ready in good time, had 
put ona gray sweater and was sitting 
out on, the balcony looking at the first 
preliminary bout. ¥ 

Jimmy Britt, as he came to the 
scratch, looked an ideal fighter. He was 
lean and trim as a race horse and his 
muscles played easily under a skin as 
Smooth as satin. 

Terry was fatter. He looked much 
bigger than in his last fight. He had 
developed a lot of muscles: about the 
arms and shoulders. But he was big- 
Waisted, too. His legs were thick and 
muscular. It did not seem possible that 
he could have all of his old-time speed 
and punishing power.
